Former recruiter says Army will win case 


Soys Montgomery 


failed to note 
'technicalities'

A retired U.S. Army recruiter from Stowe is 
claiming that the enlisted man who is suing the 
Army for his release was obviously ignorant of 
the technicalities of his contract when he signed 
it,Retired Sgt. Milton Lewis, 319 W. Race St., told 
The Mercury that Specialist Archibald Mon­ 
tgomery apparently was swayed by the sales 
pitch of a recruiter and failed to get the oral 
promises in writing. 
“When they get down to the technicalities,” 
Lewis said, “that’s where the Army is going to 
hammer him." 


After examining copies of the enlistment 
contract signed by Montgomery, the son of a past 
Hill School headmaster, Lewis said the recruit is 
getting all he signed for . 
“Here’s a mistake that’s going to kill him,” 
Lewis said, pointing to a section on the contract 
reserved for special promises. 
“He should have written all these things (oral 
agreements) right here. ’’ 
Montgomery wrote in the section “none,” 
indicating that the Army was obliged to give him 
only what was stated in the prepared contract. 
Montgomery began his four-year hitch in 
September and is receiving Russian language 
training at the Presidio of Monterey in 


California. 
He filed a suit along with more than a dozen 
other recruits after he found he was not being 
trained to speak the language. He said he was 
promised total fluency and that he probably 
would be working in an embassy overseas. 
Instead, he said, he has been told he will be 
only washing trucks after the training is over. 
Lewis said he pointed out the discrepancies in 
the enlistment contracts because Montgomery 
was quoted as saying he understood his contract. 
Montgomery said he and the other plaintiffs “are 
not just a bunch of kids out of high school.” 
According to Lewis' interpretation of the

Vice President Douglas 
Fraser, heading the UAW 
team at Chrysler, was 
one of numerous union 
officials who found 
contradictions in the 
contract proposals and 
earnings statements. 
“I don’t know how they 
can present the proposals 
with a straight face in 
light of the profit figures 
announced earlier this 
week,” Fraser said.

GM reports record quarterly profits 


DETROIT <UPI> — 
General Motors Corp. 
Wednesday reported a 
record $909 million profit 
in thé second quarter of 
this year, providing the 
best proof yet that the 
auto industry is ex­ 
ploding out of its two- 
year recession. 
The U nited Auto 
Workers immediately 
pointed to the awesome 
earnings as a clear in­ 
dication the industry has 
little reason to balk at 
union contract demands 
this year. 
E arnings for the 
w orld’s largest car 
maker shattered the 
industrial record of $840 
million set by Exxon in 


the last three months of 
1974.GM also wasn't far 
f r o m 
A m e r i c a n 
T e l e p h o n e 
a n d 
Telegraph’s record for 
any company. The utility 
had a second quarter 
profit of $939.6 million. 
Chrysler reported a 
$155.1 million profit 
Monday, compared to its 
$58 million loss a year 
earlier during the in­ 
dustry’s worst recession 
since World War II. Ford 
will announce its ear­ 
nings Thursday. 
General Motors, 
although falling short of 
projections by some 
analysts, still almost 
tripled its three-month 


profit of $333 million a 
year ago. 
But GM Chairman 
Thomas Murphy and 
President Elliott Estes 
conceded they were 
worried about the impact 
of the profits on contract 
talks. 
“ Our optimistic 
outlook, however, is

clouded by the un­ 
certainty regarding the 
outcome of our current 
negotiations with the 
unions,” they said. “It is 
imperative that any 
settlement avoid con­ 
t r i b u t i n g to the 
dangerous potential for 
further inflation.” 
Nevertheless, union 
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assurances from the 
President “ that his 
selection for a running 
mate will be personally 
and philosophically 
compatible with himself 
and the mainstream of 
the Republican party,” 
Reed said. 
Carter, meanwhile, 
was meeting with Bush 
for what the CIA director 
called a very thorough 
briefing that lasted more 
than 5Vi hours and went 
into “a great deal of 
detail.” 


“I don’t think we ever 
got a question that we 
couldn’t answer,” Bush 
said before two Army 
helicopters lifted the CIA 
party off the grass strip 
that serves as the Plains 
airport. 
Earlier, Carter held a 
news conference and 
blamed the Nixon and 
Ford administrations for 
giving the nation an 
economic headache by 
using deliberately 
planned recessions .to 
fight inflation.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Viking 1, 
America’s robot laboratory on Mars, scooped up 
a handful of Martian soil Wednesday and quickly 
began searching the dirt for traces of life. 
The event marked the first time man has 
scratched the surface of another planet, sending 
data back to Earth. 
“I’m delighted, ecstatic!” said chief Viking 
scientist Dr. Gerald Soffen upon learning of the 
successful operation. “I can’t tell you how 
thrilled I am. 
Although analysis of the Martian material' 
began almost immediately, it may be a matter of 
weeks before conclusions about life on the red 
planet can safely be drawn. 
Early Wednesday morning, the telescoping 
sampler arm interrupted the Martian silence 
when, with a whirring, cranking noise, it 
descended to the red desert surface. 
Then the claw on the end of the arm opened 
wide and plunged several inches into the soil, 
grabbing a scoopful of the Martian surface. As 
the arm withdrew, it left a streak on the Martian 
soil.

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Roman Polanski 
style shaped 
by war memories 


Roman Polanski was spooning his three-minute 
boiled egg out of a cup, his room service breakfast. 
The director and writer of celebrated film dramas 
and spookers was In Manhattan for the opening of his 
latest film, “The Tenant,” which follows his other 
movies, 
“ China town," 
“ R osem ary’s 
Baby," 
“ Repulsion” and "The Fearless Vampire Killers.” 
Now, though, he resembled not so much the 
distinguished dramaturgist but more Dennis the 
‘ Menace in middle age. He wore white unlaced 
sneakers, white jeans and a tan knit summer shirt 
with a little hole at the pocket. His hair particularly 
gives an air of boyishness. Dark blond strands loop 
like Dennis’ across his forehead. 
Polanski is not tall, 5-5 or 5-6, but lumberjack-thick 
in the chest and arms. His eyes are nicely animated 
though crinkly around the sides, and only there are 
his 43 years apparent. 
He said he grew up in the old city of Cracow, 
Poland. 
“The Nazis arrived in 1941 when I was eight,” he 
said. They separated me from my parents very soon 
after. My mother they took to the Auschwitz con­ 
centration camp. My father stayed. A few weeks later 
he said I must go. Something was up. WTe were living 
in the ghetto. The Nazis had put barbed wire fence all 
around. My father cut a hole in it for me to escape. He 
said I must go to the apartment of his Polish friend. 
“I went there, but nobody was home. I started back 
to the ghetto. When I drew near I saw men marching. 
My father was among them. The Nazis had liquidated 
the ghetto. I wanted to go with my father. He saw me 
walking parallel on the sidewalk and began to skip a 
step so the Nazi guards wouldn’t notice him slipping 
to the outside." ( 
Polanski now rose and demonstrated the step. In 
the setting of the carpeted and tufted-sofa hotel room, 
the step was nearly comical. 
Polanski continued, “ My father looked at me. I 
made a gesture with my hand that the door had been 
locked. My father then hissed through his teeth, ‘Go 
away.’ It was the last time I saw him for four years. 
He was taken to Mauthausen concentration camp 
where he worked in the quarries. 
“ Later that night my father’s friend was home. I 
was taken to a peasant family in the country and 
stayed ’til near the end of the war. I came back and 
my uncle saw me walking the street. I was in rags. He 
'took me in. Not long after that the war ended. The 
Germans had mined the town and were going to 
destroy it like they did the other Polish towns, but the 
Russians came so fast the Germans fled before 
blowing up Cracow. 
“ There was so much confusion after the war. I 
waited for word from my mother and my father. One 
day about 'three months later I am in the kitchen of 
my uncle’s home and in walks my father! 
“ He was wearing an American army jacket, 
because the Americans had liberated his camp. His 
hair was very short because his head had been shaved 
bald in the camp. But he was suntanned and he was 
not skinny since he had been in a hospital for three 
months. I found out later that many people from the 
camps stayed away longer until they could come back 
home looking like normal human beings. But my 
father looked very well. He took me on his knees. I 
was twelve years old now and I thought I was too big 
to be on someone’s knees, but I was enjoying it That 
was the most beautiful day in my life. I think so.” 
Polanski got up, gazed out the window and returned 
to the white-clothed breakfast table on wheels. 
“ We waited for mother to come back. We waited a 
long time. Soon our hopes dissolved in our con­ 
sciousness,” he said. “We never saw her again.” 
Polanski began making films in Poland, then in 
other parts of Europe. He came to Hollywood and 
married Sharon Tate. Polanski happened to be away 
from his home the night Charles Manson’s followers 
entered his home to murder his wife and guests. 
“ I don’t gladly talk about it,” said Polanski. “The 
press has nourished itself on this affair for some time. 
But I don’t think that Matison was a product of the 
tradition of America. America is a country formed by 
aggressive and adventurous people. But good people. 
The tradition is freedom here. But freedom often 
breeds some aberrations, like Manson. You try to 
eliminate them, prevent them, but there is no fool­ 
proof system for it. It’s the price you pay for your 
freedom. 
“ It’s a social phenomenon. Just like Hitler was. In 
some times, a place is a playground for the breeding 
of demagogues. There seems a lack of leaders. The 
people are hungry for leaders. That’s how Hitlers and 
Mansons happen, 
“Tragedies,” continued Polanski, “don’t affect 
people the way we see them in films. They don’t 
change people’s character. Your character is formed 
when you’re very young. I felt that being on my own 
as a young boy, having to survive as 1 did, gave me 
strength of character and some brains. 
“ My father, too, taught me something of survival. 
He taught me to laugh at the absurdity of the world. I 
remember after the war, he and his friends would 
make morbid jokes about the atrocities in the camps, 
I was astonished. It would make me crazy. I would 
beg them to stop. It was black humor.”

Standby gas rationing in the works 


Rough Road Ahead 


The Federal Energy Administration is 
being quiet about it, for gasoline 
rationing is not popular even when it is 
needed, and this is an election year. 


Nevertheless, FEA, using a provision 
of an all-purpose energy conservation 
and production law enacted last year, is 
moving ahead with standby plans for 
rationing of gasoline and diesel fuel. 
Don’t panic, for that doesn’t mean 
rationing stamps are on the way again, 
reminiscent of World War II. 
What it does mean is that Americans 
are back to using such huge amounts of 
motor fuel once again that we aren’t 
storing up fuel for use against the day 
when the United States might quarrel 
with the Arabs and face another Middle 
East oil embargo. 
The standby rationing blueprint must 
be approved by President Ford before it 
can go to Capitol Hill for congressional 
action in the form of administration- 
supported legislation. It is unlikely the 
White House will make any such move 
until the November elections are over — 
assuming President Ford is nominated to 
seek election. If he should become a lame 
duck president, it might not 
They aren’t about to toy with anything 
so unpopular as a bill with the word 
“rationing” in it until after the voting 
booths are closed Nov. 2. 
At any rate, the FEA proposal calls for 
eventual congressional approval of 


rationing on a standby basis. Then, if a 
serious fuel shortage should reoccur, the 
president could ask Congress to put 
rationing in effect for not more than nine 
months. 
It also proposes that FEA issue ration 
rights for each rationing period equal to 
the total estimated gasoline supply for 
the period. These rights would be 
distributed to individuals with drivers’ 
licenses, businesses engaged in priority 
activities, state rationing offices and a 
national ration reserve. 
Motorists could exchange ration rights 
on a “white market" through banks. 
Rationing authorization cards to make 
this possible would be issued by the 
states. 


Additional rationing rights would be 
given to people with low income or those 
who have to spend more than 5 per cent of 
their adjusted gross income to buy extra 
coupons because of long commuting 
distances to and from work. 


FEA also is considering extra ration 
coupons for the handicapped. The state 
rationing offices could use their reserve 
rights to supplement fuel for hardship 
cases. 
The national reserve, on the other 
hand, could be used by FEA for special 
needs such as a national disaster or to 
back up state reserves running low.

coupons would fall to service stations. 
The price of gasoline, of course, would be 
regulated. 
Small wonder the politicians don't want 
to tinker with this until after November. 
Even so, public hearings sponsored by 
FEA already have been in such key cities 
as Washington, DC.; Atlanta, Ga.; 
Kansas City; San Francisco; and An­ 
chorage, Alaska, to chart reaction to the 
standby plan. 


It also envisions priorities for han­ 
dicapped workers and car pools. Em­ 
ployers would be asked to operate a car 
pool information program.

The species is nearly extinct in government circles

WASHINGTON — Those long, black, super- 
comfortable government limousines are as dead 
as the dodo, or nearly so. 
They at least belong on the endangered species 
list, according to the General Services Ad­ 
ministration, manager of the interagency motor 
pool system and its 72,000 vehicles. 
Having said that, it should be quickly added 
that GSA is not engaged in any “save the 
limousine” campaign. On the contrary, it is 
doing its best to phase them out of government 
service. 
“As a matter of fact, GSA has been eliminating 
the three largest car types from its fleet: Type 
IV mediums, like the bigger Buicks and Old- 
smobiles; Type V heavy sedans (Cadillacs and 
Lincolns); and Type VI (true limousines). 
“Since the fall of 1973 and the Arab oil em­ 
bargo, the executive branch has reduced the 
total number of types IV, V and VI from 211 to 
only 14 today,” Larry Frisbee, a GSA official 
said in an interview. 
(There were 26 limousines, two heavy sedans 
and 183 medium sedans three years ago. Today, 
there are only three limousines, and 11 medium 
sedans. There are no heavy sedans. The 14 types 


IV, V and VI do not include White House (Secret 
Service) limousines or large sedans needed by 
American embassies abroad and law en­ 
forcement agencies at home. 
(Nor does it include the limousine assigned to 
Chief Justice Warren Burger.) 
The common objective of the White House and 
Congress in moving to smaller government 
automobiles is to conserve gasoline, with the 
dollar savings secondary. 
“I’d say we would have an all-compact fleet 
within two or three years at the rate we’re 
going,” Frisbee said. “We’ve already procured 
between 18,000 and 19,000 compacts, about half 
the number of sedans currently in our in­ 
ventory,” 
GSA’s fleet does not take care of the entire 
executive branch. The Defense, Interior, 
Agriculture, Treasury and Justice departments 
purchase and lease their own passenger cars. 
But they also are required to shift to compacts as 
they replace their inventories. 
The Pentagon’s limousines have long since 
gone. Defense Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld, 
for example, is driven about in a medium-sized 
sedan. So are William Clements Jr. and Robert 
Ellsworth, the deputy secretaries. 
Secretary of Commerce Elliott Richardson has 


a Mercury Monarch, one of the more com­ 
fortable compacts, assigned to him. So does Jack 
Eckerd. GSA administrator, and Russell E. 
Train, head of the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA). 
Incidentally, Train’s six-cylinder car has no 
air conditioning (to save gasoline) and gets 17 
miles per gallon in the city and 24 on the open 
road. Other EPA officials lean to Dodge Darts. 
Eckerd drives a yellow Porsche Targa sports car 
to and from work. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger rates 
one of the few limousines still left in the govern­ 
ment here and it’s an armored one. The rationale 
cited is the need to transport high-ranking 
foreign visitors from time to time. Atty. Gen. 
Edward Levi and U.S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations William Scranton ha ve the other two. 
Congress, a number of whose members (Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., for one) have been 
known to criticize the executive branch for its 
big cars, has two of the longest limousines in 
town, one for the speaker of the House, the other 
for the Senate majority leader. 
In January, 1974, not long after the Arabs 
turned off the oil spigot, the GSA issued a federal 
management circular or regulation on energy 
conservation. 


Among other things, it ruled out anything but 
compact or subcompact cars, unless the 
department or agency could clearly justify an 
exception. It also required a 20 per cent reduction 
in mileage by each agency over the comparable 
quarter in fiscal year 1973. That was later 
revised to 15 per cent. 
Then, last Dec. 22, President Ford signed into 
law the Energy Policy and Conservation Act of 
* 1975 in which Congress mandated that any newly 
purchased government sedans must be able to 
get at least 18 miles to the gallon of gasoline by 
next Oct. 1 and 27.5 m.p.g. by fiscal 1985. 
This virtually assures an all-compact or 
subcompact government motor vehicle fleet by 
that time. The programmed life of a federal 
automobile is 60,000 miles or six years, 
whichever comes first. 
There are no government statistics available 
as to how much gasoline has been saved by the 
move to smaller government cars, although it is 
believed to be relatively substantial. 
On the other hand, the elimination of the 
limousine, while important psychologically (and 
cosmetically), could not have saved very much 
fuel. The reason is simple: their number was 
always rather small.

Social Security program 
is abused by some banks 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— The House Banking 
Committee has received 
a "flood of complaints” 
from 
senior 
citizens 
unhappy 
with 
a 
new 
program 
of depositing 
Social Security payments 
directly into bank ac­ 
counts, Chairman Henry 
S. 
Reuss 
said 
Wed­ 
nesday. 


Under 
the 
optional 
plan, 
Social 
Security 
recipients can have their 
checks deposited directly 
in their bank accounts 
rather than mailed to 
their home. 


The idea was conceived 
as a way of speeding up 
payment, preventing loss 
or theft from mailboxes, 
cutting paperwork, and 
waiting lines at banks, 
and 
reducing 
govern­ 
ment handling costs. 


“ But 
the 
T reasury 
Department has failed to 
issue regulations spelling 
out the banks’ obligations 
to 
S o c i a l 
S e c u r i t y 
recipients, 
and 
abuses 
have been numerous,” 
said Reuss. 


He said the committee 
in the last few weeks has 
received about 800 letters 
from 
elderly 
persons 
pointing out Raws in the 
program. 


“ Most 
c o m p l a i n t s 
involve failure of the 
bank to notify citizens 
that their checks have 
been deposited so that 
money can be withdrawn

a c c o u n t , ’’ 
related Reuss.

Area woman to note 95th birthday; recalls days of the blacksmith

friends and relatives. 
The

resided at 1130 Queen St., 
Pottstown, 
until 
she 
became a guest at The 
Brethren Village, Neff- 
sville, 13 years ago. She 
holds 
membership 
in 
First 
Church 
of 
the 
Brethren, 
Pottstown. 
Mrs. 
Fox 
underwent 
surgery the past April in 
L a n c a s t e r 
Gen era l 
Hospital, but was back at 
Brethren Village shortly 
afterward. 
Although she never had 
any children of her own, 
she and her late husband, 
George 0. Fox, raised a 
foster daughter and she 
has 
been 
a 
favorite 
“aunt” of many area 
p e r s o n s , 
i n c l u d i n g 
several “adopted” nieces 
and nephews. 
Mrs. 
Fox, 
whose 
maiden name also was 
Fox,describes herself as 
“a Fox who married a 
Fox...you can’t get much 
foxier than that.” She 


was born in Fruitville, 
Montgomery County, in 
1881, 
moving 
to 
East 
Coventry Township at the 
age of 6 months. 


Her father, the late 
Jackson H. Fox, was a 
blacksmith at the former 
“Stauffer Shops” which 
were located on 
East 
Cedarville Road. 
The 
buildings 
were 
described by Mrs. Fox as 
“housing blacksmith and 
w h e e l w r i g h t 
s hop ­ 
s ’’Jackson Fox and his 
w ife 
and 
their 
six 
children, ranging in age 
from 6 months to 12 
years, 
moved 
into 
a 
seven-room stone house 
owned 
by 
Henry 
M. 
Stauffer who also owned 
the shops and two other 
nearby homes. 
Mrs. Fox said she often 
wondered 
about 
the 
reaction 
of 
neighbors 
when they learned the 
family 
of 
eight 
was 
arriving, “but there we 
were, bag and baggage. 
“ Of 
course, 
they 
weren’t bothered with me 
for a while since I was 
only an infant at the time. 
This was in the spring of 
1882. 
“ The 
shops 
were 


located a short distance 
from the house. Father 
took over the blacksmith 
shop 
and 
Jesse 
Keen 
already had charge of the 
wheelwright shop. The 
two men lived side by 
side in the three-dwelling 
village 
and 
worked 
together for 25 years. ” 
A carriage was con­ 
structed “complete from 
stem to stern” at the 
shops. Fox did the iron 
work 
and 
Keen 
the 
woodwork. When it was 
ready to be painted, an 
experienced painter and 
finisher would come and 
do it. This operation was 
done in a dust-proof room 
on the second floor of the 
wheelwright shop. 
The wheelwright shop 
consisted of one large 
room on the first floor, 
having two large work 
benches with 
a 
large 
wooden vise attached to 
each one and a stove for 
heating the place and the 
two rooms on the second 
floor. One was a work 
room and the other, the 
previously 
mentioned 
finishing room. 


A large flight of steps 
led up to the platform on 
the second floor. 


Bertha 
recalls 
from 
her childhood, “We saw 
many a wagon taken up 
and down these steps. We 
youngsters used to like to 
play in the shavings and 
sawdust 
on 
the 
first 
floor.” 
She 
continued,’’The 
blacksmith 
shop 
con­ 
tained two furaces each 
of which had a bellows 
attached to some piece of 
machinery that had a 
large wheel on it. The 
wheel would be turned to 
blow up the fire. Beside 
one furnace was a large 
tub of water used to 
“cook” the iron to the 
right temperature. Dad 
always used soft coal. 
“There was an anvil at 
both 
furnaces. 
1 
saw 
many a piece of red hot 
iron shaped up for dif­ 
ferent 
uses 
on 
these 
anvils. 
“There also were two 
large work tables and 
each of these was fitted 
up with a large iron vise. 
Then along one wall was 
a large drill used for 
boring holes in the dif­ 
ferent pieces of iron.” 
Mrs. Fox continued in 
detail to describe the 
various 
tools, 
fittings, 


nails, 
hardware 
and 
machinery. 
“You see, I knew the 
place pretty good,” she 
said 
by 
way 
of 
ex­ 
planation, 
“for I was 
a l w a y s 
c a l l ed 
the 
“tomboy” and would run 
off to the shops every 
chance 
I 
got. 
When 
mother wanted me, she 
didn’t 
have 
to 
guess 
where I was. She had a 
large sea shell which also 
was used to call dad to 
meals, 
“One thing I just loved 
to do when I got older was 
to chase flies from the 
horses while dad was 
shoeing them. I would do 
this chore with a horse 
tail rigged up purposely 
for the job. 
“ You 
see, 
it 
was 
necessary that the horses 
stand quietly while they 
were being shod and this 
was next to impossible 
when flies bothered the 
animals. 
“ The 
people 
who 
brought the horse usually 
did this, but sometimes 
they would leave a horse 
while they did another 
errand, 
then 
that 
is 
where I came in. 
‘ ‘ T h e n , 
t o o , 
I 


remember I would go on 
errands for dad to the 
store, mill and creamery 
when he was busy in the 
shop. I just thought I was 
somebody sitting on the 
express wagon, driving 
the horse! ” 
Blacksmiths had their 
busy seasons, too, Mrs. 
Fox recalled, such as in 
dry weather when the 
tires would become loose 
on the wheels and they 
were taken to the shop for 
repairs. 
“Dad 
would 
remove 
the tire and heat it in the 
furnace 
and 
oftim es 
would have to make a 
new one from the tire 
iron that he always kept 
on hand.” This operation 
w as 
called 
hooping 
wheels and is not heard of 
today when rubber and 
tires are synonomous. 
“The other busy season 
was when there were ice 
and snow on the ground 
and horseshoes had to be 
sharpened to give the 
animals better footing on 
the glazed surfaces, 
“It was common then 
to look down at the shop 
and see five or six horses 
tied waiting to be taken 
into the shed to be shod. 


Sealift to Alaskan oil field will depend on nature

Alaska 
(AP) — Huge 
barges 
packed 
like 
s k y s c r a p e r s 
a nd 
shepherded by tugboats 
are crowding into the 
harbor here this week, 
playing a $280 million 
guessing 
game 
with 
nature. 
The 22 barges and 11 
ocean-going fugs are on a 
3,200-mile 
march 
to 
resupply and equip the 
Alaskan 
North 
Slope 
oilfieds, more than 500 
miles north of here. They 
move slowly, their 72,000 


tons of cargo piled on 
frigid decks. 
This year, like last, the 
question facing the 100 
crewmen is whether they 
will beat the ice — or 
w h e t h e r 
t h e 
i c e , 
and invincible, will catch 
the cargo armada. 
Last year, the worst in 
two 
decades, 
the 
ice 
played perverse tricks. 
The supply vessels got in. 
but then the ice caught 
two tugs and 26 barges 
before they could flee. 
They remain at Prudhoe 
Bay, trapped until nature 


permits their release. 
Thi s 
ti me, 
so me 
believe the ice will follow 
a more normal pattern. 
Usually, 
sometime 
in 
August, offshore summer 
winds nudge melting ice 
drifts 
away from 
the 
beach, creating a sea 
lane hundreds of miles 
long on the Alaskan north 
coast. The lane remans 
open for several weeks. 
Last year, the route 
opened 
only 
partially, 
and not until September. 
The tugs had to batter 
their way in an agonizing 


struggle. 
Three 
Coast 
Guard 
cutters 
that 
President Ford ordered 
to help could do little. 
N o w , 
s a y s 
a 
spokeswoman for Arctic 
Marine Freighters, “the 
ice is looking better. The 
forecast looks good for 
the next few days, so they 
are hoping it will break 
up soon.”

(Continued from Pape 1) 
government documents, there are numerous 
escape clauses afforded the Army in fine print 
agreements. 
Not only does the Army have the right to 
reassign the recruit according to its needs, but 
they can substitute courses if one is phased out. 
Montgomery is claiming he is getting a course he 
did not sign up for. 
“ They sold him the language of Russian,” 
Lewis said. “He’s getting that training.” 
<é 
The men Lewis has signed on have not been 
bitter like Montgomery. Lewis has stacks of 
picture postcards from around the world - 
postcards sent from the soldiers he enlisted, 
thanking him. 
“ I never had it so good,” wrote Thomas 
Notoris, a former Phoenixville man, the past 
month. 
“ We don’t walk. We don’t run. We just sit back 
in the tanks and ride. Milt, I just might spend the 
next 20 years in this,” 
Lewis, who was a recruiter and career 
counselor 14 years, said after examining the 
contract that “ the Army doesn’t always get this 
technical.” 
But the recruiters have quotas to fill, and it is 
not their obligation to point out the pitfalls of 
military service, Lewis said. 
“ When you go in to buy a car, am I going to tell 
you that after a year the tires could go flat? Or 
that you have to pay m aintenance?” 
According to Lewis, if a recruiter signs up 
more men than he has to, then he is given merit 
awards. 
But if he fails to meet his quota “then the 
pressure’s on.” 
“ It’s just like being a salesm an,” Lewis said. 
“ You know, you got to call so many guys at night 
and so on.” When Lewis was recruiting he often 
took the prospective soldier out for coffee or 
dinner to clinch the deal before the dotted lines 
were signed . 
‘You’ve got to get so many every month," 


Lewis said. 
The 
documents

But on another page which lists “general 
statem ents of understanding” from A to L, 
Montgomery’s signature acknowledged he was 
aw are of the following: 
“ My choice of initial enlistment option .. . does 
not constitute any guarantee that a substantial 
part of my enlistment will be served in this op­ 
tion, and the needs of the service may result in 
my transfer at any time to any other assignment 
within the continental United States or to an 
oversea command.” 
There are at least four other sim ilar escape 
clauses open to the Army in the seven pages 
Montgomery signed. 
“ This contract covers all the angles,” Lewis 
said. 
Lewis added that he did not think the elaborate 
details in the contract and the numerous fine 
print clauses are unfair. 
“ Is it unfair when you rent a house, buy a car, 
take out a loan? The kid says he is an educated 
person and he read all these options.” 
Lewis’ sympathy is with the Army. He said he 
also saw in Montgomery’s contracts a few things 
“ he can shoot the Army down on.” 
“ But I won’t tell you what they are until this 
court case is settled.” 
When the case goes before the U.S. District 
Court in San Francisco Aug. 5, the lawyers are 
going to cite the numerous clauses in the 
documents that entitle the military to do with 
Montgomery as they please, Lewis says. 
“ I doubt very much the kid can beat this 
thing.”

The m aterial beneath the surface looked like 
wet sand, much darker and seemingly more 
cohesive than the dirt above it. Sharp edges 
along the bank of the dig seemed to indicate that 
the Martian subsoil was not dusty as had been 
thought. 
But scientists said they needed more data from 
one of the experiments aboard the craft to 
estim ate the composition of the soil. 
With a portion of Mars in its grasp, the arm 
slowly retreated back to the lander. Paused 
above a funnel, the arm shook itself violently, 
separating the fine m aterials in its sample and 
dropped the soil onto a rotating Lazy Susan-like 
platter. 
The platter then spun around, and if all went 
according to plan, distributed smaller amounts 
to three different biology experiments aboard 
the lander. 
The sam pler arm was to make three different 
digging expeditions in its M artian neighborhood, 
delivering 
soil 
samples 
to 
three different 


minilaboratories for analysis. 
Early transmissions indicated the biology 
experiment got its full complement of soil, and 
that “ was a major milestone,” said Project 
M anager James Martin. 
However, one of the minilabs apparently did 
not get enough soil to automatically trigger its 
experiment, which was to analyze the soil for 
organic compounds. 
All the minilabs are primed to function when a 
specific quantity of soil is delivered, but in this 
one 
the 
“level 
full” 
indicator 
apparently 
malfunctioned, according to Martin. 
Martin said in light of the arm ’s “ perfect” 
functioning in the rest of the operation, it seemed 
“ very strange” the experiment did not get its full 
complement of soil. 
He said if the problem is only a broken in­ 
dicator, scientists could ignore the signal and 
order the device to do its work anyway.

Drivers, trainers work long, hard for rewards

(Part Two) 
Horse owners generally don’t like 
to think of themselves 
as being 
isolated from the development of a 
track-worthy animal, but the day-to- 
day dealings of the trainer can be 
considerably more down to earth. 
“I had to work quite a while as a 
groom or caretaker, mucking out 
stalls,” offered Ronnie Baldasano, 
295 
Continental 
Drive. 
“I 
didn’t 
realize all the involvement it was 
going to take.” 
Trainers and drivers alike are less 
anxious than owners to romanticize 
the sport, at least their end of it. 
“ I’m outdoors a lot, but that’s bad 
in the winter,” said Jodie Johns. 
“ I’m my own boss, that’s good. 
“It’s nice to see how they perform; 
if they win, that’s very rewarding. If 
they lose, that’s horse racing.” 
Jodie and her brother, John, train a 
trio of horses in the Poconos. Horses 
that their father, David Johns, a 
South 
Hanover 
Street 
beverage 
distributor, 
formerly 
owned, 
but 
recently turned over to them . 
One of the drivers the Johns employ 
is Bennie Magliochetti, 419 W. Race 
St., Stowe. 
“ You’ve got to do what you like,” 
said Magliochetti. "Even if it’s hard 
work and if the financial end of it isn’t 
all that worth it.” 
Magliochetti 
owns, 
drives, 
and 
trains 
horses 
and 
runs 
them 
at 
Brandywine and Pocono Downs. 
“The better horses and the better 
money are at Brandywine,” he said, 
“ but you have to put a horse where it 
can be competitive.” 
Jodie Johns calls that “ lowering his 
class.” 
“ Each horse has a different per­ 
sonality,” she said. “ One horse can 
lose and you know he's given his best. 
Another horse, if things don’t go his 
way on the track, will just sulk.” 
Her brother, John, agreed. 
“ Some horses like to race and 
others don’t care if they win or lose 
because they just don’t like it,” he 
said. 
Jodie and John train Jim Outwright 
and Diamond Nite, both six-year-old 
geldings, and Violet Diamond, a six- 
year-old mare. 
“ We’ve been having some bad luck 
with 
them ,” said 
Jodie. 
“ Things 
haven’t been going well for them on 
the track. It seems they're not able to 
free them selves.” 
“ I got into this because my father 


and sister were interested,” John 
said. 
“ E verything’s 
nice 
when 
they’re winning, but when they’re 
not, it’s just a lot of bills. Veterinarian 
bills, fped bills. It can get tough. ” 
The 
more 
practical 
attitude 
assumed by trainers is not for the 
lack of their love of horses. 
“This isn’t a job where it’s eight 
hours and finished,” said Jodie. “ It’s 
24 hours. You really have to love 
animals. 
“A horse can’t do anything for it­ 
self. They’re always confined. The 
only pleasure a horse ever gets is to 
eat. Although some horses like get­ 
ting a bath, I don’t think that’s any 
big deal for them. So they need a lot of 
attention, and you can tell they like 
it.” 
Baldasano always got along well 
with animals and he even owned a 
pony when he was seven-years-old. 
But it was no great infatuation with 
horses that got him into the training- 
driving business. 
A local owner dared him to get into 
it a few years ago. Armed with his 
dictum that “there’s nothing a man 
can’t do if he puts his mind to it,” 
Baldasano was off to the races so to 
speak. 


Now he trains and drives two 
horses at Brandywine; Win-With-Me, 
a three-year-old, and Mr. Speedtree, 
an eight-year-old. 
In addition to the time he spent 
becoming involved with training, a 
comparable stint was required to 
secure a driver’s license. 
“ I had to drive at matinees where 
the prizes might be a set of bandages 
or a whip,” he said. “Then there was 
the fair circuit where your finishes 
are recorded. If you have no ac­ 
cidents on the fair circuit and you 
finish near the top most of the time, 
you get a provisional license. Then, 
after 25 starts in one year with no 
accidents, you finally get a 
real 
license.” 
Although it took years of time- 
consuming tedium. Baldasano has no 
regrets. 
"The great satisfaction for me is 
taking a green horse, and getting him 
in 
good enough condition to race. 
Getting to the races—that’s a great 
feeling. 
“ Win-with-me was green. Now he's 
had five starts and has improved 
each time. 
“ It’s 
important 
that 
you 
get 
something out of it because there are 
discouragements. Once I had a young 
injury-prone horse. Things got so bad 


I finally had to sell him to an Amish- 
man 
in 
New 
Holland. 
Now 
he’s 
pulling a buggy along the highway 
som ewhere.” 
Baldasano’s enthusiasm for driving 
isn’t far behind his penchant for 
readying horses for the track. 
“ When you train a horse by him­ 
self, it’s not like being in a race,” he 
said. “When you put him out there 
with seven other horses, he behaves 
differently. The horse stirs, so there’s 
a lot more things involved than the 
driver’s ability. 
“ Still, you control the horse, set the 
pace, and use the whip for leverage. " 
For Magliochetti, driving seem s to 
be the major attraction of the sport. 
He draws much of his driver’s resolve 
from an underdog's aggression. 
“There’s a certain feeling about 
driving against people who are better 
than you. It’s tough being a part-time 
driver. But I’ve won a lot of races. I 
don’t like to brag it up or play hero or 
anything 
becuase 
I’m 
not. 
Most 
people wouldn’t think of betting me 
against anyone else. But I don’t care, 
I just do if for myself." 
Magliochetti trains Baron Manor,a 
12-year-old gelding, Kevin, a six- 
year-old gelding, Poppin Hanover, a 
five-year-old 
mare, 
and 
Torrid 
Rhythem, a sevenyear-old gelding at 
a farm near Birdsboro. 
“I just went to the track one time, 
watched the drivers, and decided I 
wanted to do that. When I got the 
chance, I was convinced. It was 
fascinating.” 
Magliochetti professes a certain 
fascination about his track wars. 


“ When I’m on the track, my mind is 
a complete blank," he said. “You get 
a great feeling but that’s not what 
you’re out there for. You’ve got to 
focus totally on the race and be able 
to react. You’ve got to make the right 
move at the right time. Make the 
wrong move, then you lose. 
“ I’ve never had any really good 
horses and I haven’t really been 
making any money at it, but it’s 
something to look forward to. I guess 
it’s like the stock car drivers. They 
don’t make a fortune, but they keep 
going back." 


Magliochetti did not say, "It’s in 
your blood.” 
That’s enough right there to make 
him unique among horse people. They 
all say, “it’s in your blood.” 
“No,” a horse should say, “It’s in 
m ine.”

Rep. G. Seiber Pancoast has announced the 
provisions of the loans which will make $10 
million available this fall to volunteer fire, 
ambulance and rescue companies. 
Pancoast 
said 
the 
money 
will 
become 
available 120 days after Gov. Milton Shapp signs 
the measure. 
It may be used for; 
9 Establishing or modernizing facilities that 
house emergency service organizations. (The 
applicant may receive up to 50 per cent of the 
total cost or $40,000, which ever is le s s .) 
9 Purchasing fire fighting equipment. (The 
company may receive up to 50 per cent of the 
cost or $35,000. which ever is less.) 
•Purchasing an ambulance or rescue vehicle. 
(The applicant may receive up to 50 per cent or 
$15,000, which ever is less.) 
9 Purchasing protective, accessory or com­ 
munications equipment. (There is a $5,000 limit 
on this loan and it shall not be granted more than 
once every five years.) 
Pane oast said the loans will be for a period of 
not more than 10 years. Any loan less than $5,000 
will be for a period of not more than five years. 
The minimum loan will be $2,500. All loans will 
be repaid to the Commonwealth at two per cent 
interest. 
Loans also may be used by volunteer groups to 
reduce any debt or obligation made on or after 
Nov. 4, 1975.

Great Britain breaks relations with Uganda 


China sends medical 
teams to quake sites

Stevenson, who won the 
gold in the 1972 Olympics, 
floored Ruokola with the 
first right he threw, hurt 
him with 'the second right 
and knocked him down 
again with the third. The 
referee stopped it at 1:55 
of the first round. 
The Russians swept the 
hammer throw as track 
and field competition 
resumed after a one-day 
layoff. Yuriy Syedekh, 
former world junior 
champion, won the gold 
with an Olympic record 
throw of 254 feet, 4 in­ 
ches. The old record was 
2478.The Russians also won 
the first Olympic gold 
m edal aw arded in 
women’s team handball 
by beating East Ger­ 
many 14-11. The East 


Germans won the silver 
and Hungary took the 
bronze. 
Esther Roth, the only 
1976 Israeli Olympic 
athlete who was on the 
1972 Munich team that 
was decimated by Arab 
terrorists, set a national 
record in the women’s 
100-meter hurdles and 
Francie Larrieu broke 
the American women’s 
mark in the 1,500-meter 
hurdles. 
Mrs. Roth qualified in 
13.04 seconds, better than 
her own Israeli record of 
13.09. She was not among 
the top qualifiers for the 
finals but was considered 
to have an outside chance 
for a medal. The top 
qualifier was Tatiana 
Anisimova of Russia at 
12.91. 
Ms. Larrieu, of Long 
Beach, Calif., finished 
sixth in her first heat of 
the 1,500 but still lowered 
the American record to 
4:07.21 from 4:07.3. Jan 
Merrill of Waterford, 
Conn., also qualified 
while Cyndy Poor, for­ 
m er holder of the 


American 1,500 record, 
failed to make it. 
All three Americans in 
the long jump qualified— 
defending Olympic 
champ Randy Williams 
of Fresno, Calif.; Amie 
Robinson of San Diego 
and Larry Myricks of 
Mississippi College. 
More off-the-field 
developments shared the 
Olympic spotlight. 
Canadian immigration 
officials said Walter 
Lambertus, a rower from 
Romania, had defected 
and asked for permanent 
residency in Canada. 
They said the 21-year-old 
student went to the im­ 
migration center in 
Niagara Falls Wed­ 
nesday morning and 
applied for residency. 
Officials said his ap­ 
plication would be dealt 
with in due course. That 
could be six months. 
Lambertus reportedly 
was stay in g with 
relatives in Niagara 
Falls. 
Monique Berlioux, 
director of the In­ 
ternational Olympic 
Committee, criticized the 
M ontreal Olympics 
Organizing Committee in 
a television interview, 
saying: “These Games 
have no soul and the 
Olympic spirit is com­ 
pletely lacking.” 
Mrs. Berlioux, of 
Switzerland, is a salaried 
official of the IOC.

corner.

‘‘The athletes are 
penned up in an iron 
collar and one doesn’t 
feel the kind of holiday 
spirit that should prevail 
at such games,” Mrs. 
Berlioux said. “ 1 
preferred the Mexico 
Games in 1968 and the 
Munich Games in 1972, 
because there you could 
feel the Olympic spirit. 
“In the world of sports 
you need a a bit of 
anarchy, a bit of 
freedom.” 
M r s . B e r l i o u x 
c r i t i c i z e d t h e 
organization of the 


Games. She said COJO, 
the organizing com­ 
mittee, had done a good 
job preparing the sites, 
but added : 
“There is no spirit of 
gaiety and to be blunt, I 
t h i n k t h a t t h e 
organization of the 
Games was perhaps not 
on a par with the building 
of the sites.”

Extracting some snake venom 


Sharon H. Basile, Douglassville, is 
an area first aid instructor. 
So what’s her name doing in an 
outdoor column? 
Sharon read a story in last week’s 
Mercury about a snake bite hoax. 
Included in the story were tips on 
what a victim should do in the event 
of a poisonous snake bite. Officials 
at Pottstown Medical Center sup­ 
plied the information. 
At the end of the story were a few 
paragraphs on the “old fashioned 
method” , to be used only in cases of 
dire emergency. 
To this Sharon took offense, and 
said; 
“ I feel It my responsibility to point 
out certain procedures in 
your 
article, which are not only incorrect 
but extremely dangerous for the 
victim! 
“ 
I take exception to the use of 
the word ‘tourniquet'. A tourniquet 
is a device applied to stop the flow of 
blood and ‘should only be used for 
severe, life-threatening hemorrhage 
that cannot be controlled by other 
m eans’. The decision to apply a 
tourniquet is in reality a decision to 
risk sacrifice of a limb in order to 
save a life' since all circulation to 
the area below the tourniquet is cut 
off and tissue destruction begins. 
“ The correct procedure is to apply 
‘a constricting band’ which slows 
down the flow of blood from the area 
but does not completely cut off 
circulation. When applied correctly, 
you should be able to slip your index 
finger under the band when it is in 
place and there should be a slight 
oozing from the site of the wound . “ 
Concerning the “cutting of a deep 
cross on the wound,” Sharon says, 
“ the incisions, no longer than one 
half inch 
in 
length, 
are 
made 
through the skin only and with the 
longitudinal axis of the limb. The 
inherent danger here is that of 
cutting muscles, tendons, nerves, 
etc. Obviously, ‘two’ deep cross cuts 
would cause considerable damage if 
not performed with extreme care. “ 
On “ sucking out the venom and 
spitting it aw ay” , Sharon feels, this 
too is dangerous. She says: 
“ Suction cups are provided for 
this procedure in a snake bite kit 
which I am sure a modern facility 
such as PMMC must have access to. 
However, in the event that such 
apparatus is not available, simply 
spitting 
the 
poison 
out 
of 
the 
rescuer’s mouth is not enough. The 
residual poison can be absorbed 
through the lining of the m o u th - 
p a rtic u la r ly 
dangerous 
if 
the 
rescuer has an open sore in his or 


her mouth . The poison should be spit 
out and then the mouth thoroughly 
rinsed. This suction procedure must 
also be continued anywhere from 30 
to 60 minutes, not just once. “

NJ. cities 
wont to run 
own beaches 
ATLANTIC CITY, N J. 
(AP) — Municipal of­ 
ficials told the state to 
keep its hands off their 
beaches at the second 
hearing of the New 
Jersey Beach Access 
Study Comission here 
Wednesday night. 
“I would urge the state 
officials to leave things 
as they are, at least in 
this area of South Jer­ 
sey,” said Brigantine 
Mayor John A. Rogge. 
"By retaining local 
control we are certain 
that the costs are far 
below what they would be 
if a state bureaucracy 
was established to do any 
of the same things,” 
Rogge said. 
The mayor told En­ 
v ir o n m e n ta l Com­ 
m issioner David J. 
Bardin and commission 
chairman Sen. Herbert J. 
Beuhler, DMonmouth, 
that his community hired 
two people to supervise 
its new beach fee 
program for a total of 
$1,500 per summer. 
“This is a dirty dig, but 
can you imagine getting 
the supervision of such a 
program from the state 
at any such figure?” 
Rogge said. 
Rogge and Margate 
Mayor William Ross 
decried a cutback in state 
aid for beach protection 
projects in recent years. 
“If we lose anymore, 
it s g o in g to be 
disasterous,” Ross said. 
“If they’re trying to help 
the taxpayer, they’re 
not.” 
Bardin said he would 
seek funds from the 
recently passed federal 
public works bill for a $27 
million system of groins 
and jetty s along the 
coast, which he said have 
been waiting for funding 
for as long as five or six 
vears. 
“We have a big backlog 
of completely analyzed, 
completely engineered 
proj e c Is and the y ’ re 
construction ready,” 
Bardin said. 
“This is one of the 
op p o rtu n ities that 
shouldn’t be missed.” the 
commissioner said. 
Bardin challenged New 
York to put some of its 
share of the federal funds 
from the public works bill 
to reducing sludge 
dumping off New Jersey . 
"They really ought to 
be sued to< get these 
projects going on their 
side,” Bardin said. 
The only public official 
to speak against beach 
fees was Atlantic City 
Commissioner Pierre 
Hollingsworth, who said 
resort residents don’t 
want beach fees. 
He also said Atlantic 
City has too many beach 
a c c e ss points and 
Boardwalk activities to 
control a beach fee 
program. 
"And there’s also 
another qu estion ," 
H ollingsw orth said, 
“How do you know that a 
man who was going to 
spend $800 is not going to 
come down because we 
have a $2 fee?” 
Only about 30 people 
attended the hearing, 
which was held by the 
commission to determine 
public sentiment on 
beach access after 
several bills on the issue 
were introduced in the 
le g is la tu r e . Other 
hearings will be held on 
Aug. 18 at Ocean County 
College, Toms River, and 
on Aug. 30 in the cour­ 
thouse in Morristown. 
As he did two weeks 
ago at the first hearing in 
West Long Branch, 
Bardin pushed for a 
state-operated park-ride 
system to bring city 
dwellers to New Jersey 
beaches.
